Never has a suicide created more interest 
than the Coleman House affair. A pretty girl, 
young and apparently possessing all that her 
heart could desire, deliberately doses herself 
with poison and then sends a bullet through 
her heart. But Alice Cozzens must have had a 
motive for seeking death.

night. Probably Alice visited one of these 
places before she went to the hotel, If she did, 
she did not go alone. Her companion must 
have been a man. Then the absence of all 
underclothing when the body was found plainly 
indicates that the girl stopped somewhere be- 
fore going to the Coleman House. The actions 
of Mrs. Cozzens since her daughter’s tragic 
death have been strange, and the police believe 
she knows the poor girl’s secret. 

The aged father stoutly maintains his 
daughter's innocence and refuses to believe 
that she was other than a pure girl. He stands 
loyally by his wife and defends her against 
gossip and rumor. 

The names of several young men have been 
eonnected with the case, but upto the present 
they have kept quiet, and nothing definite has 
been learned. Thecoroner and the newspa- 
pers are trying to get atthe bottom of the sad 
affair, and startling developments may be ex- 
pected at any time. ,

| any kind of interest with Taglioni? She belonged to 
| a class who married princes and noblemen. An old 
| novelist, with a command of brilliant but ambiguous 
lavguage, spoke of ‘‘Taglioni at whose many-twink- 
ling feet the frail heir of the great Napoleon cast his 
life and his love.” 

Asa matter of fact, she martied a French count, who 
deserted her, not without excuse. 

Amoug the famous contemporaries of Taglioni wete 
Fanny and Theresa Elesier, Cerito, Carlotta Grisi, the 
cousin of Giulia Grisi, a great singer; Lucille Glabn 
and Mile. Duverney. 

Tue dancing profession is plainly conducive to lon- 
uwevity, particularly in its most eminent exponents. 
Taglioni and Elssier were both octogenarians, and 
many of their compeers lived to be wizened and 
cheerful little persons, who taught dancing and cared 
{ur large families of urandchildren. 

Dorothy Denning has made a great sensation with 
her new sensational dance, which she calis “Colum- 
bia.” It is not so much the dance itself, as the man- 
ner in which itis puton and the great personal risk 
the dancer incurs every time she dons her resplendent 
dress, that causes so much interest to center in it. 
While dancing, Miss Denning carries upon her person 
nearly one bundred electric lamps, and almost as 
many feet of electric wires. 

The current which supplies these lamps comes di- 
rect from the Edison wires, and if, some night when 
in the midst of her dance, that supply wire should 
happen to become crossed with a power wire or the 
circuit of thearc lights, a sensational feature not down 
on the bills might easily result. 

“TI bave the greatest confidence in my electrician,” 
said Miss Denning recently, while explaining her 
dance to me; “but, nevertueless, there is that con- 
stant dread of something happening, which, of course, 
isa terrible strain upon my nervous system. I kuow 
well that every precaution is taken, but just suppose 
something unexpected was to occur, where would I 
he? 

“Then, again, the heat from one hundred electric 
lamps, separated from one’s body only by an oiled 
silk dress isterrible. Why, you would uot believe it, 
but the firat contact of the electric heat is almost over- 
powering. A woman of delicate constitution could 
never begin that dance, much less go through it.”

I went on 
the stage determined to accept criticism from whoever 
offered it, and I do believe the orchestra and stage 
people are by far the best critics, for they see all sorts 
and conditions of acting.” 

What a pity it was to spoil such a fair gardener for 
the purpose of making a bad actress! 

Did it ever strike you whata dearth there is of fa- 
mous ballet dancers? The dancing which excites the 
public nowadays is usually a grotesque or fantastic 
exhibition. European capitals may make a little 
more of opetatic dancers than we do, but there is 
not much difference. ‘ 

The public has a right to be excited by what it likes, 
but itis well to point out that the ballerinas of old 
times were very picturesque personages and that 
they took their art seriously, which was, indeed, a 
serious art.

This shows the couple bad a scuffle, in which the 
woman's hat was knocked from her head.

A MOST REMARKABLE CASE, 


— — 


(ScBJEcT oF ILLUSTRATION.) 

A beautiful girl about eighteen years of age entered 
thé Coleman House, this city, at 11 o'clock on the 
Might of March 11, and engaged a room. She regis- 
tered as Mrs. F. Carter of St. Louis. The next day 
the window of her room was opened and the xirl was 
found lying dead on the floor. She had committed 
suicide. She had sent a bullet through her heart, and 
in ber stomach was found enough poison to kill a 
dozen men. Theautopsy showed that she had either 
recently beeu married or had been betrayed by some 
mau. bd 

The suicide created a great sensation. The iden- 
tity of the girl was not established until Monday, 
March 13, when Samuel D. Cozzens, a wealthy patent 
lawyer residing at No. 240 West One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth street, recognized the body as that of his 
eizhteen-year-old daughter Alice. Alice was his only 
child, and had every opportunity she fancied for 
study and amusement, She paid a great deal of atten- 
tion to the study of music and declamation, with the 
purpose, of which her parents became informed only 
lately, of going on the stage. She cared very little for 
society. and had very few acquaintances among young 
people. Her constant companion was her mother, 
who does not look more than ten years her senior, and 
who, in fact, is only about thirty-six years old. 

According to the statement made by her father 
Alice went out alone very seldom. He could recall no 
iustances; he said, except a few occasions when she 
had gone to matinee performances alone, when she 
had always returned home to dinner. Last Saturday 
afternoon she had left the house after an early din- 
ner, between 4 and 5 o'clock, saying she was going to 
have her photograph taken. When her mother re-

marked that the cloudiness and lateness of the hour 
made it a bad time for her to go to a photographer’s, 
she said she would go down town anyway, and call on 
some friend, either a Miss Johnson or a family named 
Meudhbam. She added that if she called on the Mend- 
hams she might go to the theatre with them, if her 
mother did not object. As the Mendhams are friends 
of her father, Mrs. Cozzens made no objection. 

On Sunday the father and mother visited a number 
of acquaintances whom Alice might have visited over 
night, but none of them had seen or heard anything 
ofthe young woman. Among those called on were 
the Mendbams, of the Fifth Avenue Apartment House, 
24 West Fifty-nintb street, where Louise P. and Mau- 
rice B. Mendham live with the widowed mother of the 
latter, The Mendhamsare stock brokers at 60 Broad- 
way. 

The next morning the parents read in the papers the 
account of the suicide at the Coleman House, but Mr. 
Lozzens did not believe that the dead girl was his 
daughter. She had never confided to him her discon- 
tent with her life, nor the fact that she had besn dis- 
appointed in seeking a profession in which she could 
make a living and a vocation for herself. He went, 
however, to Kipp’s undertaking shop, 136 First ave- 
nue, and saw the body of the woman who had killed 
herself. It was his daughter.

When Coroner Messemer examined the body on Sun 
day night he discovered that the woman, although 
completely dressed asto her outward garments, had 


on no underclothbes except a chemise. A black silk | 


underskirt was found folded in the room, but the 
other underclothes which she lacked were not there. 
Apparentiy she had not worn them to the hotel, 
wherever she came from last. The underskirt itself 
bad apparently been brought in in a paper bag that 
lay beside it. 

Coroner Messemer performed an autopsy, which 
showed that death bad been caused by the pistol 
wound, a 32-calibre ball having penetrated the heart. 
Neither the kidneys, liver, nor any organ showed evi- 
dence that the woman bad been addicted to the use 
of mworpbive or laudapum, but there was evidence in 


the stomaca that she had taken a dose of laudanum | 


shortly before death, probably in a milk punch, the 
coroner thinks. The autopsy, while not revealing 
thatthe young woman bad the dread of maternity 
as avincentive to suicide, sugvested that she might 
have been driven to the deed by remorse for recent 
conduct and bad a reason for passing berself,in eou- 
templation of suicide, as a married woman. 

Mr. Cozzeus would not believe that his daughter 
was other than a pure girl in spite of the autopsy, 

“The coroner bas insinuated.” he said, “that my 
daughter's character was questionable. Itisn’t. Itis 
acruel wrong for bim to say so. I know her. She 
had no fondness for the society of men.” 

As the investigation proceeded many strange facts 
were beought out concerning the girl and ber mother. 
It appears that they were familiar figures in the Ten- 
derloin district. It is said that 
the uirl and her mother were' 
frequenters of Koster & Bial's, 
the Imperial Music Hal!, Fer- 
dinand’s Cafe, and Schultes’s 
Holborn, at No. 43 West 
Tweuty-fourth street. Schultes 
and his wife were intimate 
friends of Mrs. Cozzens and 
Alice. The Hoiborn is fre- 
queuted by men of wealth, and 
the eleven rooms over the res- 
taurantare usually full every 
night. Such names as “John 
Walkabout and lady.” “Charles 
Setback and lady,” and““eorge 
Washington and wife,” appear 
on the register. 

Schultes talked very freely 
about the Cozzens family. He 
had known Mrs. Cozzensa long 
time, he said, and had intro- 
duced her to his wife about 
six yearsago. The two women 
were very friendly. Mrs. Coz- 
zeus and Alice visitedJhis place

very often. His wife went to Harlem less frequently. 
When she heard of the identification of the Coleman 
House suicide she went to Mrs. Cozzene’s side at 
once, Maurice, the nephew, brought her home that 
night after Mrs. Cozzens bad attempted to swallow 
the laudanum. On Tuesday Mrs. Schultes was among 
the women friends who administered liquor to Mrs. 
Cozzens to keep her in a state approaching calmness. 

“They didn’t give her morphine,” said Schultes, 
“they gave her whiskey—a quartatatime. Then she 
would sleep for about three hours and when she 
woke up they gave her more whiskey. In her semi- 
delirium she took the nephew on her knee and said: 

* ‘Alice is'dead and I'll be dead very shortly and 
papa will be dead, too, and then Mrs. Schultes will 
take you.’” 

“The two women were downtowo and on the street 
a great deal,” continued Schultes, Mrs. Cozzensisa 
greatshopper. She was always buying something. 
She would come downtown and spend an afternoon 
to buy some ribbons. She is a great dresser. She 
must have twenty-five bonnets at her house now. 
Sometimes I would meet the mother alone on West 
‘Twenty-third street. and sometimes Alice and her 
mother together. I never saw Mr. Cozzens with them. 
Alice and her mother often came in here for luncheon, 
but Alice never came here at night. If I had seen any 
man enter my house with Alice and apply fora room 
I would have blown his brains out. I believe she was 
an innocent girl. 

‘| know Maurice Mendham. I've seen him on the 
Exchange jumping round like a monkey, and at Kos- 
ter & Bial’s shaking dice for cigars. I never saw him 
buy much wine. I don’t think he-was ever in this 
house. Mr. Mendham is a man about town. Yes. I 
have heard gossip about Mendham and Mrs. Cozzens, 
but people gossip a good deal, you know, and I can't 
say what there is in that.” 

Gossip was very busy with Maurice Mendham. He is

Some 
incovsistencies in bis statements about bis acquaint- 
ance with Alice Cozzens were freely commented on.

| ally, and again that he only had met her fifteen times 
| in his life. Again he admitted having asked her to 


submit a play to him for inspection and said he found 
nothing in it to criticise. The Mendbam brothers have 


| very carefully concealed the fact, if fact it be, that the 


boy Maurice, who Cuozzens says is his wife's nephew 
and who calls her “mamma,” works 1n their office. 

The neighbors of the Cozzens family in Harlem have 
all sorts of stories about them. One was freely circu- 
lated that Alice hada bank account of her own in a 
Broadway bank, near Wall street. She was the house- 
keeper for the family and paid bills with checks. 
Other stories were of late suppers in the Cozzens 
bouse when the father was away in Washington on 
business connected with his profession. These stories 
are all gossip. None was verified. Mr. Cozzens denied 
them all. Here is his statement: 

Alies bad no property or money of herown. She 
paid all the household bills with checks which I made 
out to her order. I do not believe any of the stories 
about late suppers at my house when I wasaway. 
Alice and her mother got home late after the theatre 
very often, probably, but never so late as 3 A. M.” 

Mr. Cozzens said Alice was his only child. A six- 
year-old daughter died two years ago. When asked 
when and where he was married Mr. Cozzens posi- 





tively declined to answer. He said hik wife was born 


in New York. Her father was 
from New Orleans. 

But Mr. Cozzens’ contradic- 
tory statements are not be- 
lieved. If the stories of those 
who pretend to know what 
they are talking about are 
trustworthy, Alice Cozzens 
was not Samuel D. Cozzens’ 

.~ daughter. She was Alice Van 
Beuren. The mystery sur- 
rounding this unhappy trag- 
edy is being gradually swept 
away. 

Ferdinand, the proprietor 
of the cafe on Twenty-third 
street near Sixth avenue, tells 
a story which throws light on 
the hidden mystery. He says: 
"It was twenty years ago that I first knew Mrs. Coz- 

zens, as she is now called. She wasthen a slip of a 
girl, possibly fourteen years old. ‘The first that I knew 
of her was when she used to come to my restaurant 
with her mother. ‘The mother was a tall, handsome 
woman, who had the air of an aristocrat. She told me 
she was from New Orleans, and that her husband had 
been killed in the war. With his death the family es- 
tate went down into the depths that swallowed so 
many fortunes of the Southern confederacy. The 
mother died nine ycars ago.

No one seems to know much about him, except that he 
had plenty of money. and was a man of good manners 
and who was evidently well born.” 

Then the story, according to Ferdinand, was told 
that Mr, Van Beuren bad gone to France on a business 


trip and bad died in Paris, After that Mrs. Cozzens,

as she is now known, was helped along by a man 
named Dey, of sporting proclivities, and an intimate 
friend of Van Bueren's. He, too, suddenly disap- 
peared, and it was said that he bad gone back to his old 
home in New Orleans. Mrs. Cozzens, as I knew her of 
late years,” continued Mr. Ferdinand, “had often 
dined in my place with her daughter and Maurice 
Mendham, who the papers say was an intimate friend 
of her family. I understand that Kitty Van Beuren 
afterward was said to have been married toa Dr. Mac- 
Clellan, and I used to see her for some time dressed 
rather poorly. Then shesuddenly bevan dressing bet- 
ter, and, after a while, to be accurate, about seven 
years ago, she came out to the world as Mrs. Cozzene. 
ButI know that her dead daughter was not Alice 
Cozzens.” 

The senior partner of the firm of Koster & Bia) at 
this point threw some more light upon the mystery. 

“I remember the present Mrs. Cozzens,” he said, 
“quite well, She came to our place twelve or thirteen 
years ago for the first time, I think, and was a frequent 
visitor at our house. She had her child with her, and 
at that time I never heard of Mr. Cozzens. I am con- 
fident that the child was the daughter of Van Beuren, 
whom I did not know, but whom I have often heard 
of. I have not seen Mrs, Cozzens of late years, 
although she may have been often at our perform- 
ances.” 

It was reported that Alice Cozzens had been engaged 
to a young man named Frank McGowan, a man about 
Hatlem, who three years ago came into an inheritance 
of $30,000 or $50,000. He became acquainted with 
Alice Cozzens soon afterward, and wore a diamond 
ring that he said belonged to her. 

Early last February McGowan announced that he 
had broken‘an evga:ement that existe! between Alice 
and bimeelf, and six weeks ago he left the Hotel Ham- 
ilton, One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street and 
Eighth avenue, where he bad lived. On March 4 his 
friends received a letter from him dated at London.

SHE A MERE SCHOOL GIRL.

Betrayed by her cousin. 

This tells in a few words the sad story of seventeen- 
year-old Ada Willis, of Blue Ash, near Cincinnati, O.. 
who was taken to the Deaconess Home, at Avondale, 
the other morning, by her sorrowful gray-haired 
father. 

Ada is nothing more than a school girl. She ia the 
only, child and her mother has been dead nearly seven 
years. Left alone at an age when a mother’s care was 
most needed and unused to the waysof the world, 
she fell an easy prey to a man who is the son of her 
father’s brother. 

Ada 18 a finely developed girl, not particularly good 
looking, and notas bright as she might be. Her be- 
trayer is James Caulvin, of Williamsburg, Adams 
County, 0. He is about 27 years of age, married and 
has several children. 

The girl's father is William Willis. He is well-to-do 
and owns a big saw mil) at Pleasant Ridge, O. He lives 
in one of the most pretentious houses in Biue Ash and 
is away a great deal of his time. 

Caulvin isan agent for a furniture factory in his 
town and goes about the country selling chairs. He 
made the Wiliis residence his headquarters while iv 
that part of the country, and was always a welcome 
guest. Last Angust he arrived at Biue Ash, and, as 
usual, putup with his uncle. Ada was not gvuing to 
school as that time, and being alone in the house a 
greater part of the time, her cousin had no trouble in 
worming himself into the confidence of the girl and 
her ruin followed. Shortly after Caulvin left Blue Asb 
for his home. 

When the full term of school began Ada Willis took 
her place in her class. Her shame made her a different 
girlthan before. Her merry laugh was atilled, her 
cheeks lost their healthy bloom and her eyes were 
sunken in the sockets. She held herself aloof from 
her play mates, but kept her terrible secret within her 
bosom. 

Her father noticed the change in the spirits of his 
daughter, but the truth never dawned upon him. The 
weeks and months sped by until the holidays came.

It 
was a sad and brief tale. She had known her Cousin 
Jim since early girlhood. she had always looked upon 
bim more like a brother than avytbing else. He 
always treated her kindly in her younger years, and 
she grew up to love him in her innocent way. 

On August lasthe found her budding into woman- 
hood. After he had been at the house a few days. 
Caulvin grew more loving to his cousin and his 
Caresses warmer. At first he was repulsed, but he 
bided his time, and when the girl would break away 
he would laughingly say: 

“*Ada, don’t be afraid ot me; I’m your cousin.” 

It was not many days after this that he took advan- 
— of the girl. She was alone in the house at the

and finally left Blue Ash for home, again charging the 
girl never to say a word to auy one. 

Almost crazed with grief, Mr. Willis kept the story 
of his daughter's downfalla secret. The fact that she 
would soon become a mother stared him in the face. 
He finally decided upon the only course left open to 
pursue. He went before Squire Todd, of Montgom- 
ery, and swore out a warrant. charging Cauivin with 
being tne father of Ada’s unborn child. The paper 
was putinto the hands of Constable Rossa, and he 
paid a visit to Williamsburg and arrested Caulvin. 
This was in the latter part of January. He was taken 
before "Squire Todd, and when the charge was made 
he did not deny it. He merely asked the girl how she 
knew be was the father of the child as charged by her. 
She replied that she knew it was so, as he was the only 
man she had ever been intimate with. 

Cauivin thereupon called Mr. Willis to one side 
and made overtures to settle with him for the wrong 
done his daughter. The father weakened and agreed 
to take $500 to settle rather than have the case go to 
trial and stand the shame of an exposure. The money 
was to be used to send the girl away and pay the ex- 
penses of her approaching maternity. Caulvin said 
that he would pay this sum, but that he would have 
to go home to secure it. 

Arrangements were made to have Constable Rossa 
accompazy him to Williamsburg. They were gone 
two days, and when the Constable and Caulvin re- 
turned to Montgomery the latter had an attorney 
from his town to represent him. Caulvin refused to 
pay the money, and ‘Squire Todd bound bim over to 
the court under $500 bond for his appearance. 

The transcript of the case was brought to Cincin- 
natiand put into the hands of Attorney Johnson in 
the Allen Building, who is Mr. Willis’ legal adviser. 
Out of regard to the father, the affair was kept secret 
by the people of Blue Ash and vicinity. Since the

THE ECHOES OF THE FIGHT. 


The result of the battle between Jim Hall 
and Bob Fitssimmonas for the largest purse ever offered created 
considerable surprise to sporting men who backed Hall, but it 
did not surprise those who had followed Fiizsimmione’s long line 
of victories since he has been in America. In every fistic en- 
counter Fitssimmons engaged in In this country he proved that 
he was a high-class pugilist, and no well-informed man should 
have backed Uan to defeat him. It is My opinion that the ma- 
jority of the prize ring plungers who bet thousands on Hall did 
so with the belief that there was a mule on the tence, or that 
there was a screw loose, or, in other words, that Fitssimmons 
had agreed to lose. Ever since Fitzsimmons defeated Jack 
Dempsey I have stated in these columns that he could defeat 
any man in the world in a championship encounter with 
gloves according to the conditions that now govern these fistic 


affairs.

Many who witnessed the’ Hall and Fitzsim- 
mons in the Crescent Ciub claimed that Hall was de- 
feated by achance blow, Probably if Hall had succeeded in 
landing the same kind of biow on Fitzsimmons, and he tried 
several times to land the auctioneer, Fitzsimmons’s admirers 
would have made the same excuse. Professors of boxing and 
ring critics would not call the blow that gave Hall his Waterloo 
a chance biow, for, coming right down to rock-bottum facts, no 
man can give what is termed a chance blow when his opponent 
is looking athim. If Hall's back had been turned to Fitssim- 
mons, instead of his face, when he delivered that right-hand 
jab which landed on Hall's jugular, knocking him senseless,then 
it might have been termed a chance blow, but not otherwise. 
Fitssimmons was Oghting and maneuvering to land his right, 
but twice he tried to do so and falied, owing to Hall’s quickness 
and ecience in avoiding it. The third time Fitzsimmons tried 
he feinted short with his left, and when Hall tried to duck from 
the left Fitzsimmons landed with his right and ended the bat- 
tle. Many claim that the diow Fitzsimmons delivered was the 
hardest ever struck in a prize ring.

In my opinion Fitzsimmons is to-day the 
greatest fighter in his clase there is in the world, and I am cer- 
tain after the great battle now pending between Jim Corbett 
and Charley Mitchell is over, that Fitzsimmons will once more 
enter the ring flying the American flag in a battle with the win- 
ner, with a first-class opportunity of being successful.

Austin Gibbons proved himself a regular 
prize ring hero when he fought Mike Daly at New Orleans. 
During the contest he broke his left hand, but in spite of this 
drawback he pluckily continued to face his opponent and then 
knocked him out. Jim Gibbons, who is Austin Gibbons’ 
brother and backer, believes that Austin can defeat any light- 
wolght in the world and he intends to match him against Jack 
McAuliffe or any pugilist in England or America. Gibbons has 
greatly improved since he fought Jack McAuliffe. He used to 
fight on the defensive but now he battles op quite the reverse 
tactics. * 





Joe Goddard’s defeat by Ed Smith, of Denver, 
Col., formerly ot Birmingham, England, was quite a surprise. 
Smith proved himself a regular humming bird and a wonderful 
game man, for the first blow he received on the left ear from 
Goddard's right was hard enough to knock in the oak panel of a 
door, but Smith stood it like a Spartan. One can imagine what 
a blow it was when five days after the fight Smith’s ear was 
swelled and every part of it black and biue. If the blew God- 
dard delivered had struck lowgg down Smith would have been 
knocked senseless. Goddard, it is claimed, was not himself, 
having contracted ma'‘aria. Smith won on his merits, and the 
way he fought proves he is a first-class shifty pugilist and 
greatly improved since George Godfrey defeated him.

the welter-weight champion of America, to defeat George Daw- 
son, the 140-pound champion of Australie, have accused Ryan 
of backing out through fear. These columns ar: neutral, and 
it is my alm to give every one their just due. l found at Bay St.

Doyle was deciared the winner in the eighth round. 

The next event was between Billy Woods and Jack Young, at 
130 pounds. In the second round Woods started to force mat 
ters, but Young met him more than half way, and he punched 
Woods all around the ring. Four times Young knocked Woo.is 
to his knees, and before the time limit had expired the referee 
stopped the bout, and awarded the match to Young, whereat a 
whistling crank started up “Buy me a Bow-wow.” He was 
applauded more vigorously than the victor of the bout. 

Then came the event of the night, it was a ten-round match 
at 145 pounds between the old-time opponents, Pat Cabili and 
Jim Butler. Both men had trained faithful'y and were in su- 
perb condition. As usual, Frank White was behind Butler and 
was assisted by Liney Tracey, while Martin Flaherty and Ed 
Cahill woked after the wants of Cahill. The battle was well con- 
tested from the first to the tenth round, and both boxers re- 
ceived terrible punishment. 

In the tenth round Cahill jabbed Butler on the face and head 
repeatedly and several times staggered Jim with right-handers 
on the neck. Butler got home several tinfes on the nose and 
Pat was bleeding profusely. Both men were groggy and a stiff 
punch would have settled either. Cahill did the cleanest hitting 
and forced the fighting, and at the end the referee decided in 
his favor. Cahill’s nose was bleeding freely, a big biack swell- 
ing stood out prominently over his right eye and his lips were 
badly puffed. Butler's face was bruised and — while his 
body was also badly marked.

THE UNDERGRADUATE RULE. 


The great intercollegiate ight over the undergraduate ru'e 
was settied in New Yor® recently: At the meeting seventy- 
five college delegates were present. A long discussion was 
evoked by the following amendment: ‘No college shall be per- 
mitted to enter more than eight men for any one event at the 
annual games at Mott Haven, and further, that no more than 
five men from any one college be allowed to start in any one 
event.” Harvard and Yale were the strong objectors against 
this, but it was eventually adopted by a unanimous vote. 

Then came the famous nndergraduate resolution which was 
proposed by Yale. It provides for the eligibility of contestants 
and reads ns follows: 

“No member of a graduate department or a special student 
shall be eligible, or any undergraduate who has registered or at- 
tended lectures or recitations at any other university or college, 
or any other undergraduate who is not pursuing a course for a 
degree requiring attendance for at least four years." 

Princeton and Yale championed the rule, while the other col- 
leges. led by Pennsylvania, opposed the measure. After « half 
hour's discussion it was lost by a vote of1llto8. The Pennsyl- 
vania men were jubilant, while every one else seemed perfectly 
satisfied with the turn affairs had taken.
